Hie preferential poll for the Deanshlp is the product of a year's fruitless 
negotiations t>etween the ASUS (Arts and Science Undergraduate Society) and 
the administration on student participation in faculty government 

In the end the administration rehised to allow students to sit on any sdec- 
tion or nomination body . 

There being no other option to provide students with an effective Influence 
b the selection of the next Dean, an ASUS open meeting earlier thb month 
adopted a resolution calling for the preference poll. 

"What at Ont began as a modest gesture of protest," said ASUS president 
Paul Wong last night, "has, with the cooperation of prominent memben of 
faculty, developed hito an exercise of major proportion with all the hnpiicatlons 
ofainlacerevott." 

The preferential poll for Dean of Arts and Science hat 
turned out to be a more Important exercise than I had antici- 
pated — too Important for someone who is nota serious candi- 
date to remain In the running. I am therefore asldng the elec- 
tors not to waste their votes on me, but to consider supporting 
Donald 4THeall( with whose views I agree substantially. My 
thanlts tolthqs' ewhose signatures put me on the ballot

.The newly-set up Judicial Committee yesterday 
pondered the question of the responsibility of student 
senaton to Students' Council and will probably deliver 
its report to the next meeting of Council. 

At a January Council meeting. Law representative 
Stanley Goldstein presented a motion referring the 
matter to the Judicial Committee, à seven-man body 
composed entirely of final-year law students. The 
motion was, passed. 

At yesterday's hearing, the committee, chaired.by 
Walter Bloom, listen^ to ah hour and a. half of 
evidence against senatorial responsibility presented 
by Myer Bick and Rick McConomy. 

After being assured by the attorneys for the other 
skié that their evUence would take "about ten min- 
utes" to present, the committee recessed for five 
minutes. ' •;.i}«iji^;^ii^e;?ji^^ 

In fact, the evidence f avouringlccountabllity took 
a little longer than that to be discussed by the asphing 
lawyen. 

Student senator Julius Grey showed up briefly 
at the hearing and told this reporter he had requested 
to be heard as a "mise en cause". 

He said he thought he could present a better case 
against responsibility of senators than was being 
done. But his request had been refused. 



The case against accountability rested on the 
clahn that student senators were "senators iiice the 
rest". They were chosen by an elective process, sat 
by virtue of a resolution of Senate, and were not 
there to be "dummies" for Council. 
' ' Acconling to a Senate resolution, they represent- 
ed students in general, not Just the Sfaidents' Society 
and certainly not just Council. 

The case for accountability, presented by Alan 
Schwartz and Pierre Beauchamp, was based on tlie 
Students' Society Constitution. Article two of that 
document says that the object of the Students' Society 
is "to. exercise control of the student activities and 
to represent the students". 

Article eight says tliat the Students' Council "shall 
be the only recogiUzed medium (...) between the Stu- 
dents' Society and the University authorities and the' 
general public". 

Beauchamp and Sdhwartz concluded fnmi this that 
the student senators were an extension of Council, 
appohited by that body to represent iL 

Objections to this argument cttitered on the 
"logic" of holding elections if the senators were just 
"puppets". 

; Asked after the proceedings what his prediction 
was Schwartz commented "of course we lost We 
dUn't have a legal leg to stand on." 




Gray and Robertson 



No agreement

The third and last sessioii of 
the pi^ininaiy, hearings in the 
dismistd^proiieedhigs apinst Po- 
litical Science lecturer Stan Gray 
ended yesterday with no settle- 
ment. 

Althou^ many compromise 
wordings were suggested .and 
discussed, no agreement was 
reached, and the meetings, de- 
signed to reach a settlement be- 
fore charges are formally laid, 
were terminated. 

{Principal Rocke Robertson, in, 
acknowledging the fact that the 
meetings had been of no value 
and'would not result in a settle- 
ment, said "the next step is up 
tous." , 

The implication of this is that 
he may not go any further in the 
dismissal proceedings, but this 
is, at the very least, less than 
Ukely. 

He said that if the matter were 
to be pursued, Gray would be 
noUried by letter, and a tribunal 
would be established according to 
Canadian Association of Univer- 
sity Teachers procedure. He 
ignored Gray's request that the 
meetings be merely adjourned 
until after the Wednesday Senate 
meeting. 

Gray, however, indicated that 



he might not accept the CAUT 
procedure without modification, 
and asked that any meetfaip be- 
tween himself and the adminis- 
tration to set procedure for the 
actual hearing be open to ob- 
servers or televised hi the 
manner of the.prelimbiaiy meet- 



tion of Universily Teachers has 
yet officially adopted thé CAUT 
policy.

A new dispensation ? 



The preferential poll for the next 
Dean of Arts and Science, v^ch opens 
today and continues through tomorrow, has 
turned out to be one of the more creative 
uses of the electpral mechanisms seen on 
this campus. Àiîd as the ASUS's' trump 
card in response to the Faculty adminis- 
tration's continued refusal to give stu- 
dents more than a meaningless pat-on- 
the-head "consultative" voice in the se- 
lection process, it looks now as if it will 
pack an unexpected punch. 

The election coiild have developed 
mto a joke. But instead a surprising phe- 
nomenon has occurred, doubtless to the 
enormous discomfiture of those who until 
now have had théir hands unchallenged on 
all the significant levers of such de- 
cision-making. Influential faculty mem- 
bers have broken their silence, which had 
been masking what is clearly a consider- 
able faculty discontent over tiie prevailing 
orientation of the Faculty under the 
present adniinistration. , ^ ; • 

Archie MailochT^who^ has quietly and 
persistently been doing what he could for 
University reform for several years and 
has on Senate, supported many ofjhe^ 
form initiatives of student rép^etita- 
tives, withdrew last night because "the 
preferential poll... has turned out to be 
a more hnportant excercise than . I had 
anticipated" and. because he. seeslDonald, 
Theall as the best man for the post. . 

Six candidates remain. 

Math lecturer Donald Kingsbury is 
perhaps the best known of the figures on 
the ballot. He has ahnost singlehandedly 
led the drive for thoroughgoing education- 
al reform at McGUl, in the face of con- 
tmual brush-off from people like Harry 
Woods. The presence of his name on the 
ballot is not so much a candidacy for the 
Deanship as a challenge to "the current 
r^ime of mindlessness; for many 'who 
support what he is doing but wish to throw 
theU* weight behind Theall's very serious 
candidacy, he will be an attractive second 
choice on the ballot. (Voters will be able 
to express first, second, and third 
choices.) 



The other candidate who is actively 
. participating in the poll, and who attaches 
a first-order importance to student pref- 
erence, is Donald Theall; the significance 
of his entry cannot be underestimated. 
On the one hand, as chairman of the 
large English Department and member 
ahready of some of the University's most 
important committees, he is entirely 
credible as Dean; on the other hand, 
he has unabashedly presented a program 
of what an administrative officer could 
try to do to transform, this institution - 
to make it démdcraticàÙy nii^^^ 
guard of reform, and sensitive to any 
possible way to improve the process of 
education. His sharpness of wit and his 
mastery of the complexities, of decisibn- 
makmg in a large university have im- 
pressed everyone who has come in con- 
tact with him. 

Robert Vogel has won the respect 
of a large number of students m his 
department, principally because of his ac- 
cessibility. As chairman of the relative- 
ly small history department, whére he can 
effectively keep in personal touch with 
a manageable constituency, he is quite 
effective. He has not, however, managed 
to formulate a coherent critique of Mc- 
Gill's educational ot institutional prob- 
lems; his effectiveness as Dean would be 
very much in doubt. 

Saul Frankel is known on campus as 
the man whose watchword is "We must 
pass something which has the appearance 
of flexibility in meeting these demands; 
there is little we can do in substance 
because of institutional limitations." 

Leo Yaffe is a man born two hundred 
years late. He should be contesting a rot- 
ten borough in the parliament of Edmund 
Biirke. . 

jjfor the incumbent, we have ex- 
pressed jiour views on his record many 
times. The most charitable advice which 
we could offer would be to search for 
inspiration in the statements of Lyndon 
Johnson of around the end of March 1968.

Not only a campus issue 



At McUiU, the Stan Gray àùalr has been 
treated largely in terms'of univenity dehi- 

ocratizatlon, the right to dhrupt, academic 
freedom, and similar issues. But to confine 
it to that is to miss a large part of what is 
happening. The Gray case has attracted 
much attention outside the campus, and not 
because of academic freedom. ; 

. In an arUcle:.on page,three of last Fri* 
day's La Presse headed "Professor Gray: 
McGill does not respond to the needs of 
■uebec socfety", Lysiane Gagnon quotes 



the 'conclusion of Gray's arUcle on McGill 
and Quebec in last Monday's Daily and then 
goes on.'to: discuss the case in the context 
of Gray's views on Quebec. She quotes Gray 
as saying: "If the University democratizes 
itself, if it admits Uie CEGEP students it is 
getUng ready to refuse, if it gradually 
makes itself French and if it breaks its Ues 
wiUi the . Establishment... Uien I will not 
obstruct any more." 

Meanwhile SPUM, the faculty associa- 
tion at l'Université de Montreal, issued 



a statement of support for Gray. The state- 
ment says tiiat SPUM "is particubrly dis- 
turbed at the attitude of. an Adminbtration 
that not only attacks academic freedom but 
constitutes a flagrant insult to the French 
Canadian Nation." 

The significance of Uie Administration's 
attempt to fire Stan Gray goes far beyond 
theVçampus. Gray's points about McGill's 
reactionary role in Quebec are being borne 
out by the Administration's actions. And to 
a society in ferment, that is only too clear.

During the last week 
or more I have been incredibly busy , and 
I did not read your letter. In one of the brief 
moments when I saw my secretary she men- 
tioned your letter and that you had asked for 
a curriculum vitae. I had no Uniie'to read 
the letter and as I left the office I instructed 
her to send the cutriculum vitae with an 
explanation that I was not necessarily a 
candidate for the Deanship. 

It came as a re^velation to me this mor- 
ning that I had refused to send in my policy 
statement. As you will now realize I did not 
know that this had been asked.

The students have been held in jail for the past five days, follow* 
ing their arrest. 

Forty>two of the arrested are black, thirty are women, and forty- 
five are non-Canadian. At least twenty-four are from the Caribbean. 
Several McGiU students are in the group. 

. A lawyer for the students stated Sunday that he believes the Cana- 
dians in the group will be able to obtain bail, but believed it would be 
more difficult for non-Canadians. 

Meanwhile, West Indian students familiar with developments at 
Sir George which started last April' with -charges of racism against 
Professor Perry Anderson, spoke to a meetin| of the Black Liberation 
Front in Toronto to explain the circumstances which led to the wrecking 
of the computing center. 

The students are expected to travel to other cities in Canada, the 
US, and the West Indies to explain the case, and seek support. 

Sir George, under heavy security reguiatiôns which gives guards 
the right to stop students in the halls to prove their identity and includes 
immediate suspension or expulsion for any student who takes part in 
an "unauthorized occupation" of university facilities, is scheduled to 
open later.this week.

EDMONTON (CUP) - Student 
Council elections have always 
been complicated - they usually 
hinge on campaign promises for 
larger dances and more carni- 
vals.

"I don't accept their advice in 
this matter, and I will proceed 
willy-nilly with this", said Ro- 
bertson, however. 

The support received so far by 
Gray is. not slight. In addition to 
the Council and Section resolu- 
tions, the Political Science As- 
sociation, composed of all Poli- 
tical Science students, declared^ 
overwhelmingly that in their view' 
there is no cause for die dis- 
missal proceedings. 



Even stronger support came 
from Le Syndicat des Profes- 
seurs de l'Université de Mont- 
réal in the form of telegrains to 
Gray and to the Admihlstratlon, 
in which the proceedings and the 
attitude of the Administration are 
termed "contemptuous of. aca- 
demic freedom", and "an insult 
to the Quebec nation".

At one point in the course of 
the hearing, John Fekete, Gray's 
advisor, read from the Principal's 
speech to freshmen, at the be- 
ginning of this year, wtilch said 
that a great deal of good had 
come out of the conflict at Mc- 
Gill, apparently referring to the 
occupation of the administration 
building last year. 

He then asked whether this 
could not be taken to mean that 
disruption could sometimes be 
constructive, and if it could, why 
had the decision been made to 
call in police to clear the build- 
'ing a day- before any property 
damage had taken place. He was 
referring to a motion in the 
Senate minutes of last year to 
that effect, of which both Robert- 
son and Woods said they had no 
memory, although Woods was 
preset at that meeting and spoke 
in favor of the motion. 

In the course of the meeting,' 
Gray repeatedly asked Itobertson 
not to carry through with further 
steps in the procedure, and fi- 
nally told him that for his "own 
good" and for the good of "the 
institution which you supposedly 
serve" he should not do so. 

As it became apparent that no 
agreement could be reached, 
Woods suggested that the meet- 
ing be terminated and the dispute 
proceed to a CAUT tribunal whose 
procedures, he told Gray, '"are 
designed to protect people like 
you from people like me". 

At this point, Fekete told the 
'two adminisbrators that he was 
sure Gray would not be fired for 

cause, but that he was not as 
, sure of the eventual fate of Woods 
■and Robertson.
